The AuSable Free Clinic 
recently received a $20,850 
grant from Blue Cross Blue 
Shield of Michigan, which will 
help fund the transition of hav- 
ing the clinic’s two employees 
work full-time.

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Board approves funds 
for recreation plan

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners and the 
Grayling Recreation Authority 
(GRA) are teaming up to bolster 
recreational opportunities for 
area residents and visitors. 

The county board, last week, 
agreed to spend up to $8,000 to 
develop a new recreation plan 
for the county. 

A Tecreation plan is required 
in order to apply for grants 
through the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) for 
funding. 

The last’ county recreation 
pian was written in 1997 by for- 
mer Crawford County 
Environmental Monitor Pat 
Memill. The plan was amended 
in 1999, 

Chris Jones, the chairman of 
the GRA Board of Directors, 
said the plan is required to be 
updated every five years. 

County Commissioner Mike 
Lange, who is chairman of the 
board’s ways and means com- 
mittee, asked the GRA to get 
involved in the process, Lange 
serves as liaison between the 
county board and the GRA. 

Lange said that not having an 
updated plan prevents all recre- 
ational groups from pursuing 
state funds for various projects. 

“What it does is handcuff the 
bike trai! people and if we want- 
ed to do something up at the fair- 
grounds, we wouldn’t be able to 
apply. for any of those grants,”

GRA officials plan to meet 
with township officials to 
request their involvement in the 
planning process and to form a 
recreation stakeholders group. 

In April, the group will pre- 
pare and approve a survey that 
will be sent to county residents 
asking them what recreational 
projects they will like to see 
developed and enhanced in the 
county. 

In May, the group will hold a 
public workshop, which will 
allow residents to meet one-on- 
one with various recreational 
organizations and officials.

Jones said that the GRA would 
contribute funds toward plan 
updates after closing out finan- 
cial books for the winter season. 

“Recreation is tremendous in 
Crawford County,” Jones said, 
“Not having a good updated 
plan, that is not driving improve- 
ment, we’re going to miss out.”

the need to go full-time. 

‘We're trying to streamline the 
program, and having a full-time 
staff is making it much more effi- 
cient,” said Michael Matuzak, 
the president of the AuSable Free 
Clinic Board of Directors. 

Hufnagel attributed — the 
increased demand for medical 
care to people who do not have 
medical insurance or have jobs 
that don’t provide health insur- 
ance or where the employer has 
eliminated health insurance cov- 
erage. 

“These are depressed areas, 
and these people really need 
help,” she said. 

The clinic also treats Medicaid 
and Medicare patients who are 
required to “spend down” money 
from their income before they 
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can receive government assis- 
tance for health insurance cover- 
age. 

“We treat them like they are 
patients who are not covered, 
because they have to’ spend the 
money out of their own pockets,” 
she said, 

The AuSable Free Clinic’ is 
open on Thursdays for a three- 
hour period. The clinic sees an 
average of 50 patients each 
Thursday. All people who are 
signed up by 6 p.m on clinic 
nights are treated by doctors. 

A host of doctors, nurses, 
social workers and other volun- 
teers staff the clinic each week. 
High school students and other 
volunteers also help complete 
other tasks to help with clinic 
operations. 

“There.are a lot of things that 
need to be done, over and above 
what we do here on clinic night,” 
Hufnagel said. 


The social workers work hand- 


in-hand with Community Mental 
Health, and District Health 
Department #10, to help get 
patients linked with other med- 
ical care. 

“We're not here for long-term 
care,’ Hufnagel said. “We do a 
lot of referrals by getting them 
hooked up with other physicians 


and health care providers.” 

One of the goals of the clinic 
is to recruit more doctors and 
nurses, so that volunteers would 
be able to work on a rotating 
schedule. 

“We need some new blood, so 
we don't burn out the ones that 
we've got,” Hufnagel said. “If it 
wasn't for the physicians, we 
wouldn't be able to stay open.” 

A majority of patients served 
at the AuSable Free Clinic come 
from Crawford County. The clin- 


_ ic primarily serves people in 


Mercy Hospital Grayling’s serv- 
ice area, which also includes 
Montmorency, Roscommon and 
Oscoda counties. 

Matuzak said the clinic is striv- 
ing to make more Oscoda 
County residents aware of its 
services, 

Dr. Ralph Oppermann from 


AuSable Family Dental has pro-., 
' vided free-dental care to a few 


clinic patients. 

“He takes them from start to 
finish,” Hufnagel said. 

The clinic staff is hoping to 
recruit more dentists to volunteer 
to provide care. 

“It's a tremendous problem, 
and as we aré building for the 
future, we aspire to be able to 
add something like that,” 


-Matuzak said. 


The medical access program at 
the AuSable Free Clinic has 
saved over $100,000. The clinic 
has received vouchers from phar- 
maceutical companies to provide 
the medications to its patients, 
Hufnagel said. 

Dr. Lisa Harrington, a physi- 
cian from the Grayling Family 
Practice, serves as the AuSable. 
Free Clinic’s medical director. 
Harrington said she is pleased 
with the results the clinic has 
been able to accomplish. 

“We have a very dedicated 
crew that is committed to making 
this work,” Harrington said. 

Harrington said that the most 
telling statistic about the clinic is 
that people are being treated 
who would normally go without 
medical treatment or end up in 
the emergency room. 

“That is not an economical 
way for the hospital or anybody’ 
to receive medical care, unless it 
is an absolute emergency,” 
Harrington said. 

The clinic moved from 201 
Meadows Drive to 1250 East 


Michigan Avenue, on Mercy 


Hospital’s campus, last year.

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Litigants in talks over propane pricing

As spring arrives and as area 
residents expect to see their 
home heating bills decrease, liti- 
gants in a case over alleged 
propane price gouging are seek- 
ing to resolve a lawsuit. 

Connecticut attorney 
Lawrence Friedman, who owns a 
home in Frederic, filed a class- 
action lawsuit against Inergy 
Propane of Kansas, Mo., and the 
companies it owns in northern 
Michigan, in February. Friedman 
is a customer of Gaylord Gas, a 
company owned by Inergy 
Propane, 

After hearing two days of testi- 
mony, 46th Circuit Court Judge 
Janet Allen ruled that Inergy 
Propane has violated the 
Michigan Consumer Protection 
Act. 

Allen ordered Gaylord Gas to 
reimburse its customers for over- 
priced propane this winter and 
issued a temporary restraining 
order to prevent the company 
from collecting fees or continu- 
ing to overcharge customers. 

Friedman filed the lawsuit 
after he was charged $3.49 a gal-

IN THE UNITED States, day- 
light savings time first was put 
forward by that wise old patriot 
and newspaperman Benjamin 
Franklin, who suggested chang- 
ing clocks to allow more daylight 
hours as a way to conserve can- 
dies. 

Conserving energy is at the 
base of today’s reasoning, too. 

Michigan’s US Rep. Fred 
Upton in 2005 co-sponsored the 
present law to extend daylight 
savings time by another month. 
Now clocks leap forward the first 
Sunday in March instead of 
April, and fall back the first 
Sunday in November instead of 
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the last Sunday in October. 

Mr. Upton cites all sorts of 
energy savings figures, and 
extends his claims to reduction in 
carbon emissions, less crime, 
fewer traffic fatalities, more 
recreation time and increased 
economic activity.

The fact is, of course, there are 
still 24 hours in one day. The 
amount of sunlight and the 
amount of darkness depends on 
the earth’s rotation around the 
sun and other solar factors. 

Jumping our clocks forward 
and moving them back does not 
make any difference that way. It’s 
a matter of how the people use 
those 24 hours each day. 

I’ve always wondered about 
the effect of daylight savings 
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time on the farm. 

Cows, chickens, hogs and 
other farm animals have their 
own timing systems built into 
their bodies. They must be fed 
within certain limits, be cared for 
on a schedule. Hens lay eggs and 
cows give milk on their own 
timetables. 

Crops need both sunlight and 
rain to prosper, and what the face 
of a clock might show has no sig- 
nificance.

Suicide is promoted by Secular 
Humanists. "It also includes 
recognition of an individual's 
right to die with dignity, euthana- 
sia, and the right to suicide.” - 
Humanist Manifesto Il. 
Humanists glorify suicide as an 
act of human dignity. People 
faced with financial stress, famt- 
ly problems, and other circum- 
stances often choose suicide as 
their “honorable” way out. Their 
pride will not allow them to 
reach out for help, or sympathy 
from others. They feel like vic- 
tims with all circumstances 
beyond their control. Suicide is 
their last desperate act of the will 
to prove they can still be in con- 
trol of their problems. In the end 
they love self more than others, 
and neither think or care about 
what will happen to their family 
and/or friends. Suicide hurts the 
ones who really love them the 
most. Those who don’t love 
them are unaffected by their sui-

After months of public mect- 
ings, comments and surveys, the 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) has finalized 
its latest plan to improve out- 
door recreation, especially hunt- 
ing. 

In addition to assessing sup- 
ply and demand for outdoor 
recreation, the plan includes 
nine initiatives for improving 
recreation opportunities, seven 
of them continued from the 
DNR’s previous plan. 

A 1964 federal law requires 
states to update a comprehen- 
sive plan every five years to 
receive a share of revenue from 
U.S.-owned oil and natural gas 
holdings. The money must be 
used for acquiring Jand and 
developing outdoor recreation 
facilities. 

DNR grant coordinator Lisa 
McTiernan, who helped develop 
the plan, said that while it was 
updated out of necessity, “we 
also use it to inform our deci- 
sion-making process.” 

One of the two new initiatives 
is intended to recruit and retain 
hunters and anglers who, 
through license fees and taxes 
on sporting equipment, con- 
tribute more than any other 
sources to conservation funding.

License fees are increasingly 
important to the DNR and the 
state’s share of the revenue from 
taxes on equipment is based on 
its number of hunters and 
anglers, said Chuck Nelson, 
chair of the department’s hunter 
recruitment and retention com- 
mittee. 

The number of hunters in 
Michigan’s woods grew in 2006 
for the first time in a decade, 
said Nelson, who is also an agri- 
culture and natural resources 
professor at Michigan State 
University. Lowered hunting 
age limits and a new apprentice 
hunting license program have 
contributed to that growth, he 
said. 

Nelson said the DNR ts also 
developing comprehensive 
maps that will clearly show the 
26 percent of the state where 
hunting is allowed: 

“One of the concerns we 
heard when we talked to hunters 
around the state was ‘Where can 
I hunt?’” he said. 

Nelson said he hopes the 
maps will be on the depart- 
ment’s Web site in time for the 
2008 hunting season. 

The number of 
anglers in Michigan dropped 22 
percent from 1985 to 2005, 
Nelson said, and hasn’t spiked 
like hunter numbers. . 

“This is amazing when you’re 
in a state that’s considered a 
water wonderland,” he said. 

DNR press secretary Mary 
Detloff said the department uses 
recruitment tools like free fish- 
ing weekends, discounts on 
sporting goods for anglers who 
buy a license after a few years 
without one and programs to get 
kids fishing. 

“We really need to get kids 
outside,” she said. “To get them 
interested you have to get to 
them early.” 

The other new initiative 
encourages recreation facilities 
to use green technology, like 
low-flow toilets, recycled build- 
ing materials and solar panels. 

McTiernan said the depart- 
ment’s Parks Division pushed 
the green initiative and that 
going green will earn parks a

bigger share of the federal fund- 
ing, 

Although installing such tech- 
nology requires an initial invest- 
ment, McTiernan said going 
green already saves the state 
money. “By implementing 
green technology,” she said, 
some parks “have actually expe- 
rienced cost savings.” 

Port Crescent State Park, 
located at the tip of the Thumb, 
is among those parks. 

Supervisor Betsy Kish said 
that, in 2005, the park installed 


a solar water heater, which lets — 


the sun do most of the work of 
heating shower water. A gas 
heater is still used for the last 20 
degrees or so. 

Because the park is open only 
seasonally, it will take a few 
years to pay off the solar heater, 
“but nonetheless we do see sav- 
ings,” Kish said. 

She said the park has also 
switched to low-energy light 
bulbs, installed motion sensors 
on lights in its buildings and is 
using biodiesel in its tractor. 

“We've really jumped into it,” 
Kish said. 

But the amount of federal 
cash available for making such 
jumps has dropped. 

McTiernan said the state got 
roughly $2.5 million from the 
federal government under the 
program in 2005. Last year 
though, that number was down 
to $781,000, and this year the 
state will get only about 
$650,000. The money is divided 
roughly in half between the 
state and local units of govern- 

ment. 

Jeffrey Olson, a public affairs 
officer with the National Park 
Service in Washington, said the 


cut in funding reflects the Bush. 


administration’s priorities. 

“Our budget in the last couple 
years has requested zero fund- 
ing, he said. 

Despite dwindling funds, 

McTieman said the plan will 
serve the state well. 
_ “It was intended to encom- 
pass whatever may come up in 
the next five years,” she said, “I 
think we did capture everything 
that might come up.”

Proposal would make it easier 
to sell alternative fuels

Gas station owners, whose 
wholesalers don’t allow them to 
purchase alternative fuels, may 
be able to get them from other 
distributors, if a new bill promot- 
ing green energy passcs. 

The proposal would make it 
illegal for service stations to 
enter into contracts that diminish, 
ban or discourage the sale of 
alternative fuels. However, any 
existing contracts would remain 
in effect. 

It’s sponsored by Rep. Bruce 
Caswell, R-Pittsford, who said he 
learned of a few situations where 
gas station owners were interest- 
ed in purchasing alternative fuel 
pumps, but found it impossible to 
do so. 

“T ran into a couple situations 
like this,” Caswell said. “Gas sta- 
tion owners had signed contracts 
. with their wholesale distributors, 
but the way the contracts were 
signed, they couldn’t go outside 
to other sellers for alternative 
energy.” 

E85, a mixture of 85 percent 
ethanol and 15 percent gasoline, 
and soy diesel are the main alter- 
native fuels that wholesalers 
refuse to offer, Caswell said. 

Caswell said, “If a station 
wanted to install a soy diesel 
pump, they could. This bill would 
allow gas station owners to go 
outside the bounds of these con- 


_ tracts to get the fuels they need.” 


The option of buying from 
another source couid result in 
more gas stations deciding to sell 
alternative fuels, said Jeff 
Spencer, an alternative fuel 
expert at the Department of 
Environmental Quality. 

“T certainly think that it would 
be beneficial for the market,” 
Spencer said. “Any time you can 
increase availability is a good 
thing for both the consumer and 
the retailer.” According to Ed 
Weglarz, executive vice president 
of the Associated Food and 
Petroleum Dealers, contracts pro- 
hibiting purchases like alternative 
.fuels were originally introduced 
to protect consumers. 

“When those contracts were 
written, it was to make sure that 
when you bought Mobil gas, you 
got Mobil gas,” Weglarz said.

“Oil companies wanted to be sure 
the retailer wasn’t buying an off- 
brand product at a cheaper price.” 

The main roadblock to alterna- 
tive fuels is the small number of 
vehicles that can be fueled by 
E85. About 30 models by Ford, 
Chrysler, Mercedes Benz, Nissan 
and Mitsubishi are E85-compati- 


-ble, according to the National 


Ethanol Vehicle Coalition. Most 
of the cars have come out only in 
the last few years. 

Spencer said another obstacle 
that alternative fuel providers 
face is lack of education. Because 
many people are not aware of the 
benefits of E85 or soy diesel, they 
continue to choose less environ- 
mentally friendly gasoline. 

“There are pros and cons to all 
fuels,” Spencer said. “The 
biggest thing is educating the 
market about where and when 
alternative fuels would be help- 
ful. ] don’t think there’s a partic- 
ular kind of fuel that would 
replace all the others. They have 
to look at what suits the particu- 
lar situation best.” 

Caswell said the wholesalers of 
regular gasoline wouldn’t be hurt 
by the bill because stations would 
still continue to purchase regular 
fuel as weil. 

“We’re simply providing 
another option,” he said. “It 
removes a hurdle, if they happen 
to be in that situation. It makes 
alternative fuel possible for 
them.” 

However, Weglarz expressed 
concern about the price of 
installing an E85 pump, and said 
he isn’t sure if more stations will 
purchase alternative fuel unless 
there is high demand. 

Weglarz said installion costs 
between $60,000-$100,000 per 
pump, but with dealers making 
five or six cents a gallon, it could 
take 100 years to actually make a 
profit. 

“Until there are more E85 cars 
on the road, it’s not going to be 
economically feasible,” Weglarz 
said. “But as service station deal- 
ers, we sell whatever the cus- 
tomer wants. If they start asking 
for it, we will give it to them.” 

Approximately 60 gas stations 
in Michigan currently sell E85, 
with the average price per gallon 
at about $2.67, the coalition said.

Enhanced driver’s license gets | green light 


Secretary of State Terri Lynn 
Land announced that members of 
the Legislature have passed bills 
to create an optional enhanced 
driver’s license in Michigan, that 
would be acceptable identifica- 
tion at America’s borders, and 
also passed legislation that would 
allow legal, temporary residents 
to apply for state-issued identifi- 
cation cards, 

The bills, which passed with 
bipartisan support, now go to the 
governor for signature. 
‘?’m grateful to legislatures for 
working together to offer the 
people of Michigan a more con- 
venient and affordable license 
option than a passport for cross- 
border travel,’ Land said. “An 
enhanced driver’s license will 
help protect the security of our 
state and nation. It will also 


more smoothly merge federal 


border ID requirements with 
trade and tourism between 
Michigan and Canada, which 
averages more than a billion dol- 
lars a week.” 

In June 2005, Land proposed 
the creation of a driver’s license 
that could also be used as a pass- 
port as a common-sense way for 
border states to meet require- 


ments of the federal Western 
Hemisphere Travel Initiative 
(WHTI) while protecting their 
economic interests. The U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security eventually embraced the 
concept and has granted pilot 
projects for enhanced licenses to 
Washington, Vermont, Arizona 
and New York. 

Under WHTI, ali travelers, 
including U.S. citizens, will need 
to produce a passport or similar 
document to enter the country by 
land as early as June 1, 2009. 

Due to the relative expense 
and difficulty of obtaining a pass- 
port, they cost $100 and take four 
to six weeks to receive from the 
U.S. State Department, it is 
expected that the requirement 
would discourage many people 
from traveling across the border 
for business and tourism. 

Land is seeking approval from 
federal officials of a pilot project 
which would allow enhanced dri- 
ver’s licenses and personal ID 
cards to be used to meet WHTI in 
Michigan. Under the state legis- 
lation, the enhanced ‘licenses 
would be voluntary and only 
available to Michigan residents 
who are also U.S. citizens. They 


would cost no more than $50. 
Those not wishing to obtain an 
enhanced license could otherwise 
be issued a standard driver’s 
license.

Require that enhanced licenses 
and personal ID cards include 
security measures to protect 
against unauthorized disclosure 
of personal information.

MDOT to invest nearly $115 million in northern lower Michigan 


The Michigan Department of 
Transportation's (MDOT) recent- 
ly approved 2008-12 Five Year 
Transportation Program will pro- 
vide $114.6 million in trans- 
portation improvements to 
Northern Lower Michigan this 
year. 

The 2008 North Region pro- 
gram for rehabilitation and 
reconstruction work will provide 
approximately $40 million in 
road and bridge investments to 
the region, $13 million for 
Capital Preventive Maintenance 
(CPM) projects, $32 million for 
routine maintenance, and $4 mil- 
lion for safety improvements 
such as passing relief lanes. 

As part of Gov. Jennifer M. 
Granholm's economic stimulus 
package, an additional $15 mil- 
‘lion will be invested in the 
region, which will fund five proj- 
ects advanced from future years. 
Statewide, MDOT is accelerating 
nearly $150 million in road and 
bridge projects, which will create 
an estimated 2,!00 jobs. About 
213 of those jobs would be creat- 
ed in MDOT's North Region. 

“Whether it is a CPM, mainte- 
Nance, non-motorized path, or 
widening project, we will contin- 
ue to improve our network in 
order to enhance the quality of 
life for everyone,” said North 
Region Engineer Brian Ness. 
“Tourism is big in our region and 
that means we will do everything 
we can to make it as convenient 
as possible for motorists to get 
around this construction season.” 
During the 2008 construction 
_ Season, Crawford County — will 
have 5,9 miles of M-72 resur- 
faced from the Katkaska County 
line to M-93.

“It’s basically a mass town hall 
meeting for policy making,” 
Craw said, “It’s a chance for peo- 
ple to have a direct say in legisla- 
tion, making their own decisions 
instead of Jetting the representa- 
tives do it.” 

One of the Schmids’ proposals 
would require a referendum on 
any proposed tax hike. The other 
would transform the state’s full- 
time legislature into a part-time 
one. 

“We are totally out of step with 
the rest of the country,” Allan 
said, noting that Michigan is one 
of four states with a full-time leg- 
islature. “We are in step with all 
other states that have full-time 
legislature in that we have the 
highest paid legislature in coun- 
try, the highest tax rates in the 
country and one of the most inef- 
ficient governments in the coun- 
try.” 


That constitutional amendment - 


would slash legislators’ salaries 
by $40,000 and limit the amount 
of time legislators spend in ses- 
sion. 

If the Schmids’ idea sounds 
familiar, that’s because a similar 
One sprang up in Kalamazoo that 
would cut lawmaker’s pay by 
roughly $35,000. 

“It’s going to be a confusing 
situation between this and the 
other so-called part-time legisla- 
ture initiative,” Allan said. 

The major difference between 
Allan’s and Kalamazoo’s Turn 
Michigan Around initiative is 
that Allan’s wouldn’t end term 
limits for legislators.

“It’s too much of a treadmill,” 
Dodge said. “Folks come into 
office and they’re immediately 
running for re-election. It doesn’t

Allan, who wrote the ballot ini- 
tiative that first enacted term lim- 
its in 1992, said, “I think its 
working better now than it ever 
has.” 

Michigan is one of 15 states 
with term limits for legislators. 

While both initiatives may 
appear on the ballot, the one with 
the most votes would be enacted 
if both pass, according to the 
Secretary of State. 

First, however, the initiative 
needs signatures, which Allan 


law-abiding offi- 


says is the hardest part of the 


process. 

“We are attempting to get the 
signatures through volunteers,” 
Allan said, in contrast to some 
groups that pay circulators to 
gather signatures. 

“We're mailing petitions to 
groups of registered voters to 
sign and send back,” he said. 

A part-time legislature isn’t the 
only topic to face potential over- 
laps on the ballot. Marijuana 
could also appear twice: The 
Michigan Coalition for 
Compassionate Care’s (MCCC) 
initiative would legalize medical 
marijuana, and the Eaton Rapids- 
based Medical and Recreational 
Peace initiative would allow mar- 
ijuana use by anyone over 18 on 
private property. 

So far, the Ferndale-based 
Coalition for Compassionate 
Care’s initiative is the only one to 
advance to the next stage after 
collecting the necessary signa- 
tures. 

“It’s making its way through 
the validation process, but we 
have every reason to believe that 
it will qualify,’ said Dianne 
Byrum, a publicist for the 
MCCC. “This is a citizens” initia- 
tive of a law. It requires a mini- 
mum of 304,101 qualified signa- 
tures. The campaign turned in 
just shy of half a million signa- 
tures.” 

A constitutional amendment, 
like both the part-time legislature 
initiatives, requires a heftier 
380,000 signatures, After the sig- 
natures are validated, Byrum 
says the Legislature has 45 days 
to act on it. If it passes, it will 
become law, If it rejects the ini- 


tiative or takes no action, voters 
would make the final decision in 
November. “ 

The MCCC’s initiative is 
intended to protect a “very nar- 
row” group of seriously ill indi- 
viduals who would have to regis- 
ter with the state and possess a 


_ doctor’s note recommending the 


use of marijuana for their symp- 
toms, Its Web site links to a 
report from the Marijuana Policy 
Project, which says medical mar- 
ijuana can induce appetite, 
reduce nausea and relieve chron- 
ic pain and eye pressure. 

Craw said issues like medical 
marijuana that concern a slim 
portion of voters are typical of 
ballot initiatives. 

“What we typically see happen 
are ballot initiatives created by. 
groups and organizations that 
have a particular agenda,” Craw 
said. “They’re strongly interested 
in a specific narrow interest. 

“That said, ballot initiatives 
can become a political tool for 
groups that would seek to support 
one political party or another. 
One strategy could be used to 
organize ballot initiatives that 
would inspire Republican voters 
to come out and vote in favor in 
it.” a 
- Craw cited the 2004 gay mar- 
riage ban and the 2006 affirma- 
tive action ban as examples of 
politically divisive ballot initia- 
tives designed to draw conserva- 
tives to the voting booths. 

The biggest year for Michigan 
ballot initiatives was 1978 with 
11, including the Headlee 
Amendment on taxes and the 21- 
year-old drinking age. ; 

That year, the amount of con- 
troversial ballot initiatives did not 
drive many voters to polls, said 
Kelly Chesney, public informa: 
tion officer for the Secretary of 
State. 

“Normally one would think 
that having this many proposals 
would have galvanized the pub- 
lic,” Chesney said, “It was up 
from the 1974 election, but not 
significantly.”

Other initiatives that may 
appear on the November bailot 
concern stem cell research, a uni- 
versal health care system, cre- 
ation of “personal education 
accounts” to allow parents to 
control their child’s education 
funding, creation of a 50-person 
Senate to increase diversity of 
opinion and replacement of the 
income tax and business tax with 
a sales tax. They are all gathering 
signatures. : :
